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If the local office of the 
American Red Cross is forced 
to close its doors, the visit of 
the Bloodmobile to the Wom¬ 
an’s Clubhouse on June 16 
may be the last time the 
unit stops here. 

Community response to the 
current Red Cross fund cam¬ 
paign has been so far below 
the minimum necessary to 
maintain the local office that 
the many services rendered 
locally will have to be cur¬ 
tailed or eliminated com¬ 
pletely if additional contri¬ 
butions fail to meet the 
quota. 

THE BLOOD program, one 
among many Red Cross serv¬ 
ices, has actually returned 
to the community, in the 
form of life-giving blood, the 
financial contributions of 
residents over the years. 

The Red Cross blood pro¬ 
gram returned to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre more than $6,700 last 
year in the form of blood 
used by local residents, an 
amount nearly equal to the 
entire quota needed to sup¬ 
port the local office as well 
as national Red Cross work. 

This figure is based on the 
average cost of blood pro¬ 
cured commercially and on 
the 226 pints of Red Cross 
blood used in the past year 
by local residents. This mon¬ 
ey was saved for the com¬ 
munity because the residents 
used the blood and did not 
have to pay for it. 

IN ADDITION, a part of 

the local quota of contribu¬ 
tions to the Red Cross is 
used to help underwrite the 
cost of processing Red Cross 
blood. 

A Red Crosfe office in Sier¬ 
ra Madre has made it possi¬ 
ble for the Bloodmobile to 
visit here continuously since 
1942, affording local resi¬ 
dents the opportunity of do¬ 
nating blood in their own 
city.

Chicken Sesame Good for 
Family or Party Fare

CHICKEN SESAME 

For one three-pound chick¬ 
en use 

One egg slightly beaten, 
blended with *,& cup evapo¬ 
rated milk. Dip chicken in 
the above mixture and then 
thoroughly coat with the 
following ingredients well 
blended together : 

1/2 Cup flour 

V 4 tsp. baking powder 

V 4 tsp. pepper 

V 4 cup, finely grated nuts 

1 tsp. salt 

4 tsp. paprika 
3 tsp. sesame seeds 
Melt % cup butter or mar¬ 
garine in a flat pan in a 
400 0 F. oven. Remove pan 
from oven and place chicken 
in pan skin side down. Re¬ 
turn pan to oven and bake 
another 25 minutes. Remove 
chicken from pan to serving 
dish and make following 
gravy: 

Blend 2 tbs. of flour with 
the pan drippings, stir well 
until thoroughly blended. 
Add one cup of broth, either 
canned or made from boiled 
giblets, one cup evaporated 
milk, season to taste with 
salt and pepper. Stir over 
medium fire until smooth 
and thickened. Makes two 
cups. Delicious with almost 
any type of potatoes or 
potato substitute. Don’t fret 
about the loose nuts in 
gravy, they make it even 
better.

Times. It is a pie specially 
appealing to men and the 
wonderful part about it is 
that it freeze? without any 
loss of quality or flavor: 

CHOCOLATE PECAN PIE 
Meringue Crust (Serves 6) 

2 egg whites-room temp¬ 
erature 

1/2 cup sugar 

1/2 cup finely chopped pe¬ 
cans 

Vs tsp. cream of tartar 
Dash of salt 
1/2 tsp. vanilla 

Beat egg whites and cream 
of tartar till stiff. Add grad¬ 
ually, sugar and salt. Fold 
in pecans and vanilla. Form 
meringue in 8-inch pic tin 
in pie crust shape. Bake at 
300’F. 50 to 55 minutes. Cool 
in oven (open electric oven 
door). Should be just slight¬ 
ly golden.. 

Filling 

Melt 21-eent size Hershey 
bar together with three tbs. 
water slowly. Fold into % 
pint of stiffly whipped 
cream. Fold in one tsp. va¬ 
nilla. Fill shell and chill. 
Should be made several 
hours in advance.

THESE FIGURE, extracted 
from an overview of Cali¬ 
fornia’s schools released by 
state superintendent of pub¬ 
lic instruction, Roy E. Simp¬ 
son, give some insight into 
the enormous size and com¬ 
plexity to which public edu¬ 
cation has grown in this 
second most populous state. 

Speed with which t h e 
growth is going on is shown 
in the expansion of elemen¬ 
tary and high school enroll¬ 
ments since 1940. 

In that year, the state’s 
public schools enrolled more 
than 1,000,000 children for 
the first time, Dr. Simpson’s 
figures show. Thirteen years 
later, there were 2,000,000; 
and four years later, 
nearly 3,000,000. By 1965 it is 
expected that California’s 
bulging “Little Red School- 
house” must provide for 
4,000,000 youngsters. 

One consequence of this 
mushrooming school popu¬ 
lation, Dr. Simpson points 
out, i s a critical teacher 
shortage. Between now and 
1970 there will be need for 
about 246,000 new teachers, 
and annual average of more 
than 17,000. 

"Every class must be 
taught by ,a competent, 
well-qualified teacher so 
that every student can be 
helped to achieve <his full 
potential," he says. 

The term “every student” 
includes children who come 
to school emotionally un¬ 
prepared or unable to learn. 

In each school district there 
can be found an appreciable 
number of children and 
youth who, because of a 
marked deviation in emo¬ 
tional, physical op mental 
growth or condition, require 
special opportunities, special 
and special instruction, 

CALIFORNIA'S “Little Red 
Schoolhouse,” 1958 model, 
trains for all types of occu¬ 
pations. From junior high 
school through junior col¬ 
lege, and in adult education 
programs, students may en¬ 
roll in vocational classes in 
which they receive training 
in a great diversity of jobs. 

In 1956-57, pre-apprentice 
training w a s offered in 
1,042 high school classes. 

Agricultural education, bus¬ 
iness education, and home¬ 
making education are all 
available in California pub¬ 
lic high schools. 

The 1958 “Little Red 
Schoolhouse” recognizes and 
makes special provision for 
gifted children. Three cen¬ 
ters for the study of educa¬ 
tional programs for gifted 
pupils were established at 
the beginning of the second 
semester of the present 
school year. Selection of 
pupils to be placed in try¬ 
out programs during 1958-59 
has already been started at 
these three centers. 

In California, 19 of every 
20 boys and girls of high 
school age attend high 
school, as against 73 per 
cent of this age group in 
high schools nationwide. 

NO OTHER state in t h e 
Union can approach Cali¬ 
fornia in the number of jun¬ 
ior dolleges (61) or number 
of students enrolled - now 
267,350, of whom 81,110 are 
enrolled full time.
